Begin T ram p from 
P itts ­ 
burgh for Anniversary. 


Two veterans, one of the Civil W ar 
and the other of 
the 
Indian 
w ars 
started from Pittsburgh Monday on 
a long tram p to G ettysburg, 
where 
they expect to arrive in time to take 
p a rt in the celebration of the 50th 
anniversary of the battle. P eter Gui 
bert, aged 70, who served in the 74th 
Pennsylvania and 77th Pennsylvania 
Volunteers, will m arch all the way to 
G ettysburg. With Hulbert will come 
John Conroy, who fought the Com ­ 
anche Indians in Texas while a m em ­ 
ber of the United S tates A rm y from 
1872 to 1877. Conroy Is 62 years old. 
Both veterans started from the 
old 
N orth Side 
City 
Hall, 
P ittsburgh, 
Monday m orning at 9 o’clock.

“ As this is only tem porary relief 
from the dust we believe it would lie 
e tte r to do som ething more perm an­ 
ent at very little more cost and th ere­ 
fore make the following proposition, 
viz., if the council will agree to pay 
for IOO tons of broken stone and fu r­ 
nish or pay for 15(H» gallons of oil in­ 
stead of 2500, as agreed on, the citi­ 
zens of Springs Avenue will pay for 
50 tons of stone, clean and prepare 
the street and apply oil without cost 
to the borough. The price of the stone 
is estim ated and can lie purchased at 
$1.25 per ton. 
In order to have this work done 
l*efore July we ask 
your 
immediate 
acceptance.” 
The proposition

H a rry L Snyder and Calvin Gilbert 
representing the citizens of

It is probable the White car com­ 
pany of Cleveland will be able to de­ 
liver the truck for the new G ettys­ 
burg & Caledonia motor car in time
